Desperation causes most people 
to borrow money from racketeers 
at exorbitant rates. Hut instead 
©f gaining relief, they sink deep­ 
er into despair. Faced with un­ 
foreseen expenses and declining 
profits, small businessmen often 
spread themselv es so thin finan­ 
cially they cannot obtain money 
from legitimate sources. 
When caught in this predica­ 
ment, they are v ulnerable to loan 
sharks. Many are unaware of the 
outrageous interest rates—usual­ 
ly around 20 per cent per week­ 
end the dire consequences which 
may befall them if payments are 
Blissed. 
Others will risk the gamble, 
hoping to meet the demands 
and sav e their businesses.

Save Burn Victims

SAN ANTONIO. Tex . (AP) — 
Two y ears ago a 9-y ear-old boy 
with third-degree burns ov er 4 5 
per cent of his body was rushed 
from England to Brooke Army 
Medical 
Center's 
burn 
ward 
here. 
He was “ moribund,” the hos­ 
pital term for near death. 


His burns, which had been 
suffered 
sev eral 
day s 
before, 
were grossly infected. He was in 
sev ere pain. 
Doctors began apply ing to the 
boy ’s wounds a white creamy
